SCHOOL REPORT. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Agreeably to the laws of the State, we present a report of 
the schools of the town district as conducted by the school 
board under the laws of 1885. We have had in most of the 
schools sixteen weeks of five days each. In Nos. 12 and 16 one 
term of nine weeks each; in No. 6 an extra term of six weeks, 
using money that would have been appropriated in No. 19 had 
there been a school there, making twenty-two weeks school in 
No 6. There were teachers employed in Summer thirteen, in 
Winter fifteen, and one inthe Fall. ‘Total number of terms 
twenty-nine; there were no schoolsin Nos. 7,13 and 19. The 
average expense of the schools per month each, was (wages 
and board,) $18.15. We employed what teachers we could in 
town, and we believe that our schools have made as good pro- 
gress in their studies as has been in previous schools. If the 
terms could have been longer, the results would have been bet- 
ter. 

If the district would raise some few hundred dollars in addi- 
tion to what the law requires, we believe it would bea good in- 
vestment for the rising generation. Some of the school-houses 
are in a very dilapidated condition, utterly unfit to be occupied 
by teacher and scholars, and we believe such houses should be 
repaired or the schools discontinued. As we have remarked, 
we believe the general condition of our schools is good, and 
will compare favorably with those of former years—still there 
is chance for improvement. ‘The highest praise or harsh crit- 
icism would alike be inappropriate and.unjust. ‘There are in- 
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stances of partial failure, but can we reasonably expect at eigh- 
teen dollars per month perfection in teachers, more than in 
those pursuing other vocations. Our motto should be to get as 
near perfection as we can, then make the most of what we do 
get. Our common school system, since its first introduction, 
has no doubt been greatly improved; but the question may 
arise, have we kept pace with the improvement? or, as new 
methods and means for gaining knowledge have been invented 
and applied, individual effort and ambition have not, in @ pro- 
portionate ratio, abated on the part of learners? Other causes 
which have prevented the best results in our schools remain the 
same, and have the same injurious effect. Among these might 
be mentioned indifference at home, unjust criticism of teach- 
ers and a diverted attention of scholars.

Both terms taught by #Belle B. Morrison of Henniker. It is 
my opinion that Miss Mofrison did well and is naturally adapted 
to the position. ‘The school made good and commendable pro- 
gress. F. 

DISTRICT NO. 4. 

Summer term, taught by Miss Lottie M. Gibson of this 
town, who is a good teacher ; government excellent, and every- 
thing in the school. moves on with an easy precision, peculiar 
to herself. The pupils made good progress, as they could not 
avoid under the care of as capable a guide. 

Winter term, Miss Katie A. Coolbeth teacher. This was 
Miss Coolbeth’s first experience in teaching. She worked hard 
to succeed and though she failed to accomplish as much as 
could be expected, am of the opinion, that could she and the 
parents have better understood each other, she would have 
done better than appearances proved. All are not born to be 
teachers. B. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Summer and Winter terms taught by Miss Mabel F. Shedd
